filter bv the isolation circnitry, wherein activatton of the second filter depends directly on the 
isolation circuitry.

7. (Currently Amended) A filtering device according to Claim 6, ohoractcriacd in that 
wherein low-pass filter LC includes a capacitor and a t least one relay controlling the bringing 
into service of the capacitor in the filter. 

8. (Currently Amended) A filtering device according to Claim 6, chgroet - efkiod in that 
wherein the filtering circuitry m eans include a second-order LC filter [[(F)]], and in that the 
isolation circuitry m emg (I) are placed on each side of the capacitor [[(CI)]] of the said filter ond 
in that it also comprises at least two other capacitors [[(C)]] each being placed hi parallel to the 
assembly formed by the isolation circuitry meai^ and the c^acitor of the filter.

11. (Currently Amended) A filtering device according to Claim 9, choro o toris e d in fliat 
wherem. the isolatio n circuitry means [[(!)]] are placed after the capacitor [[(C2)]] of the LC 
filter, and in that capacitor of the second filter [[(Cl)]] is placed in the isolation device [[(I)]] and 
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in that the other two capacitors [[(C)]] are each placed in parallel to the assembly formed by the 
isolation circuitry meeas and the capacitor [[(CI)]] of the second filter. 

12. (Currently Amended) A private installation comprising at least one namow-band terminal 
and at least one broad-band terminal, connected to an access network carrying narrow-band 
services and broad-band services, characterised in that it includes at least one filtering device 
according to on e of the pr e c e ding claims Claim 1 . 

13. (Currently Amended) A private installation according to Claim 12, eharact e rig e d in that 
wherein the device is placed at the input of the narrow-band terminal on the network access or on 
[[the]] a lead comiecting the terminal to the network.

Zener diodes in opposite orientations and disposed in series 

16. (Mew) A filtering device according to Claim 10, wherein the isolation means is placed 
after the capacitor of the LC filter, and in that c£^acitor of the second filter is placed in the 
isolation device and in that the other two capacitors are each placed in parallel to the assembly 
foimed by the isolation means and the capacitor of the second filter. 
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
